(d) ‘'Highly skilled'' 1 work means work which calls for a degree of perfection and full competence in the performance of certain 
tasks acquired through intensive technical or profession training or practical work experience for long years and also requires of a worker 
to assume full responsibility for the judgement or decisions involved in the execution of these tasks, 

4. The minimum rates of wages shall consist of all inclusive rates; and include also the wages for the weekly day of rest, 

5. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees employed by conductors also, 

6. (a) The minimum intes of wages for young persons below 18 years of age shall be 80% of the rates payable to adult workers 
of the appropriate category. 

(b) The minimum rates of wages for disabled persons shall be equal to those of able bodied persons of the appropriate category.
